REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 





During the school year from August 31, 1918, to August 31, 
1919, there have been maintained in town, besides the graded 
sch:ol in Warner village, schools at Melvin’s Mills, Davisville, 
Lower Warner and Burnt Hill, and during the spring term a 
school was opened at Burnap to accommodate scholars who 
could not be conveyed without heavy expense. 

The scholars from Tory Hill, Joppa and North Village were 
conveyed to the graded school, not alone because of the in- 
creased cost of maintaining schools in each district, but because 
the graded school offers better advautages to the scholar by be- 
ing under more efficient and better trained teachers, and the 
benefit of larger classes and competitive class work is a stimu- 
lus not existing in small rural schools, 

Our corps of teachers for the respective schools were fully 
up to the usual standard of excellence and gave their schools 
- some highly meritorious and conscientious work. 

The finances of the district are more fully elaborated in the 
detailed report, but in passing let us observe that the Davis- 
ville note of long standing and all temporary loans have been 
paid and the district is in better financial condition than for 
several years. 

The schools of this town:are your schools and are vital to 
the prosperity of our community. Give them your support, at- 
tention and hearty co-operation. The teachers and school 
board will welcome any helpful, constructive suggestions. Vis- 
it them often and by your presence show your interest in the 
welfare of the coming citizens of our town. 


DRAWING. 


The results of the past three years in drawing showed ina 
more uniform and even average of work by the scholars in 
town during the past year. A feature of the year was several 
large posters made by the children for special days and exhi- 
bitions. 

Modeling was taught in the lower grades and special atten- 
tion was given to cut-out work. In the higher grades talks 
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were given on pictures in regard to subject, confposition, light 
and shade, and values. 

Last spring at the graded school pains an exhibition of 
drawings from all the schools in town was held, as well as mod- 
eling by grades 1, 2,3 and 4. While not as yas as past exhi- 
bitions, several hundred drawings were shown which showed 
more variety and a better average of work.

SIMONDS FREE HIGH SCHOOL. 





To the Prudential Committee: 

Since the services of your superintendent commenced with 
the present school year in September, 1919, this report for the 
previous school year is of necessity made largely from the study 
of the records and not from personal inspection. 

The record of attendance has been particularly gratifying. 
The total enrolment numbered 58 pupils; the average mem- 
bership, 57 pupils. The percentage of attendance in your 
high school was 95 as compared with 93 per cent for 
all schools in the state, The average number of cases of 
tardiness per pupil was 1.2 as compared with an average of 2 
tardinesses per pupil throughout the state. Only five pupils 
(three boys and two girls) left the school during the year. This 
record shows a marked improvement over previous years and 
is indicative of increased interest and effort by both pupils and 
_ their parents. 

The courses of study offered and the general distribution of 
pupils who completed courses are given as follows:

Academic (College) Boys7 Girls 6 
Commercial Boys7 Girls 14 
Domestic Arts Girls 9 
General Boys 10

A ciass of seven pupils was graduated in June. The follow- 
ing courses were represented: Academic, Stillman B. Clark, Jr. 
and Beatrice H. Small; Commercial, Vera A. Craig, Claramay 
Hemphill and Winifred D. Joll; General course, George R. Bur- 
bank and Hiram A. Simpson. Those now pursuing more ad- 

vanced courses are Stillman B. Clark, Jr., at Mount Hermen, 
and Vera A. Craig at the State Normal School in Keene. 

After the presentation of the class diplomas Clayton H. 
Dow, class of 1918, was presented a certificate of high school 
work completed and a statement of his enlistment in his junior 
year in the military service. In a few well chosen words

Superintendent Edmund ©. Cole expressed the deep respect 
and high esteem entertained by both theschool and community 
towards the pupils and alumni who had entered the service of 
their country. 

Having been associated with the members of the graduat- 
ing class during their first year in high school, it was particu- 
larly gratifying to me to observe from their individual parts at 
graduation their growth in comprehending the relation between 
civic opportunity and responsibility. Itis my conviction that 
your Headmaster, Florence T. Davis, and her staff of assistant 
teachers have in the past and are now securing results in their 
respective courses well in keeping with the aim recently ex- 
pressed by our State Commissioner of Education, *‘Does this 
material make the pupil a happier man and a better citizen?’’ 

Patriotic activities were continued throughout the year. A 
roll of honor of all service men who had attended the Simonds 
Free High School was presented by the Class of 1919. Much 
appreciated is the service flag presented by the alumni of the 
school and now containing eighteen stars. Among those the 
two in gold commemorate the supreme sacrifice by Lieutenant 
Lynn H. Harriman, class of 1910, and Private Ralph J. Loverin, 
class of 1914. The Victory Boys and Girls who pledged and 
paid over $200 to the United War Work established an enviable 
record for their activity since the stress of war ceased. 

Social and dramatic activities were numerous. One of the 
mosi attractive was the senior play ‘‘Somewhere in France.’

Emphasis must not only be placed on formal stand- 
ards of classroom work, but must be extended to the develop- 
ment of an intelligent loyalty to the best in the life of the school 
and of the community, and to an immediate acceptance of per- 
sonal responsibility. Indicative that these resulis are being in 
some measure secured was the reference to Simonds Free High 
School recently made in an address by Walter M. May, high 
school agent, at the Durham conference of superintendents and 
headmasters. Mr. May commended particularly the personal 
pride and co-operation of both teachers and pupils in the con- 
duct of the lunch hour and the recreation period. In securmg 
selfexpression and developing personal responsibility I would 


_ emphasize the value of the general assembly period now daily 


participated in and largely conducted by our high school pupils 
themselves. 


The Simonds Free High School Association, formed a few 
years ago, has been reorganized, with George M. Clough of Bos- 
ton, president, Oscar E. Jewell of Warner, secretary, and Ed- 
ward N. Pearson of Concord, treasurer. Any one who has\ever 
been connected with the school as a student, or in an Official 
capacity, is entitled to membership by paying a fee of one dol- 
lar a year. It is the purpose of the association to increase the 
endowment fund to a goodly amount, which may assure the fu- 
ture of the school. Over $2,500 has already been pledged and 
it is hoped, through an intensive campaign which is to be made 
for funds, to have $50,000 pledged within the next two years. 
Old Simonds ‘has done much for us; let us help make her needs 
secure. 





In compliance with the law I would state that the estimat- 
ed cost of textbooks and supplies for the year commencing Sep- 
tember 1, 1920, will be $500.

Number of books loaned, 7,955; magazines, 360. Books pur- 
chased, 117; gifts, not pictraing Hiplibates and public docu- 
ments, 42. The accession catalogue gives 12,854. 

Books have been going up in price so much the past year 
that the number of volumes bought hae not been so large as in 
most years. 

Miss Mabel Gardner presented a fine set of Jane Austin’s 
worss in ten volumes, and Lawrence G. and Harry Mitchell 
sent a large box of books, some of them duplicates but mostly 
of a historical character.
